The Detalls of the Day. 
THE DARKNESS OF DESPAIR DEEPENED BY THE GLOOM 
OF DEATH. 
Epecial dispatch to The Constitution. 

LoxG Braxcu, September 19.—Early this morning 
word was received from Francklyn cottage, that the 
president has passed a comfortably good night, and 
agood bulletin was promised. Almost upon the 
heels of this came the announcement that the 
president had another chill, and in consequence 
of this the morning dressing had been suspended, 
and that another bulletin would be issued at 12:50 
o’cléck. During the chill his pulse ran up as high 
as 143, and shortly afterwards went down to 110. At 
ten o'clock it was 120. 

The greatest alarm was created even before the 
official bulletin was issued, and there were many 
wild rumors at the West End and in the village. 
Allthe newspaper correspondeuts drove to the 
Elberon, and many hundreds of the 
people who appeared to have the most interest in 
the case called there before noon. The members of 
the cabinet now here, Messrs Windom, Hunt, Kirk- 
wood and James, also called = at the 
Elberon and saw Mr MacVeagh shortly after 
the bad news got abroad. Dispatches 
were sent to Secretaries Blaine and Lincoln inform- 
ing them of the president’s condition. It seemed 
this morning that nearly cvery one thought the 
president would not live till midnight. Even after 
the chill.was over and it was reported that the 
patient was resting quietly, there was great uneasi- 
ness, as it was known that the physicians 
expected another chillin the evening. The mid- 
day bulletin did not mend matters. The chill had 
lasted fifteen minutes and was followed by a rise of 
temperature and sweating. None of 
the physicians could give any | encour- 
agement. Dr Boynton said he was much 
weaker than yesterday, and that since the chill the 
presidentin his waking hours had been more or 
less delirious. As the afternoon wore on it seemed 
as if hope had been well nigh abandoned. There 
Wus a general feeling of gloom among 
those who have been conversant with 
the case, such it is etated as there has not been since 
the president was shot. Dr Bliss was hopeful after 
the rigor, though acknowledging the great grayity 
- Of the case, | 
_ All sorts of rumors were rife this morning. 
One was te the effect that the cabinet 
-__Ihnd been summoned to the attorney general’s cot- 
tage suon after the chill. This was not true, though 
they were notified of the president's danger, 
and those at the Branch at onee 
called upon Mr. MacVeagh, who ex- 
plained the president’s condition to them. 
Another was that the vice-president had been sum- 
moned to the Branch by the cabinet; but this 
Was authoritatively ‘denied. He has been 
regularly advised as to the progress 
of the case, but beyond that nothing 
has been done. These, and many other rumonm, 
found credence and added much to the anxiety of 
the people here. 

Mrs. Garfield, it is said, was made fully aware of 
her husband's condition this morning, but bore up 
bravely, and had not yet lost hope. She shows but 
little trace of the suffering she is undergoing. The 
president himself wes also fully cognizant of his 
condition, 

Advices were received here this morning that Sec- 
retary Lincoln was on his way to the Branch and 
was expected to-morrow. Secretary Blaine had not 
arrived up toa late hour last night. 

During the afternoon the excitement continued, 
but not to such a great extent, the noon bulletin 
somewhat alluying the apprehension for the time 
being. Dr Bliss after the evening dressing talked 
quite confidently, saving '” president 
‘had .spent a somewhat b wer day as 
far as some of the symptoms were 
eoneerned than for several days. The cab- 
inet, however, at 10 o'clock had given up all hope. 

At 10:55 the noble sufferer breathed his last, and 
immediately the guards were doubled and ingress 
was refused to al) callers. J. 


The Events of Sunday. 

ELBERON September 18,—9 am: At the examination 
of the president at 8:50 this morning the tempera- 
ture was 98, pulse 102, respiration 18. There was no 
perceptible febrile rise during the night, the pulse 
ranging from 102 to 112; the cough was less trouble- 
some than in previous nights and the expectoratiog 
unchanged. He isable to take the nourishment 
and stimulants required without gastric disturb- 
ance nor hus there been any evidence of mental ab- 
erration during the night. 

12:45 p m=The president is having a comfortable 
day. Colonel Swaim considers that he is having 
the best Sunday he has had for several weeks. The 
members of the cabinet have ¢alled at Francklyn 
college this morning, and express themselves.as feel- 
ing that there is no reason to anticipate any imme- 
diate danger. General Grant also called this morn- 
ing. He says he was informed that the president 
was doing nicely. 

1 p m—There has been no indication thus far to 
Warrant an opinion that there will be a recurrence 
of rigor to-day. The president has had a very com- 
fortable day thus far. This is not indicated by the 
attending surgeons as ground for reassurance, and 
those who are constantly with the patient do not 
venture to predict that there will be no further 
complications. In fact, they intimate that there is 
great probability of further unfavorable develop- 
ments, At this hour his temperature is rising. 

INDICATIONS OF DANGER. 

1:30 pm—The president’s pulse at this hour is 120 

and temperature 100. Dr Boynton considers these

But this 
evening he had another chill of less duration than 
that of yesterday, but sufficient to increase the very 
greatanxiety already existing. He has also been 
slowly growing weaker, and his present condition 
excites the gravest apprehensions.

THE DAY REVIEWED. 

There were great fears early this morning that a 
rigor would occur, and in order to prevent its de- 
velopment the attending surgeons ordered applica- 
tions of hot cloths, which proved a successful treat- 
ment. There were indications of cooling of the ex- 
tremities, but hot applications brought an increase 
of temperature, and the coolness gradually 
wore away Without producing a chill. Had 
occurred this morning,’ it 
would, it is thought, have been a very 
serious one, as the president was extremely enfce- 
bled, Dr. Hamilton went home to-night and will 
return on Tuesday... With the exception of -the re- 
newed efforts which have been employed to keep 
the temperature from falling below the normal 
range, the day passed withoutany event of an ex- 
traordinary character. Notwithstanding the com- 
paratively favorable condition of the patient, noted 
in the evening, however, in less than an hour after 
its issuance another rigor occurred, lasting about 
ten minutes. In comparison with the one yesterday 
it was light, though, as Dr. Bliss remarked to-night, 
it was severe cnough. 

Dr Boynton said to-night that the president’s con- 
dition compared with yesterday, shows a slight im- 
provement. The low pulse and temperature of last 
night and this morning, the sound sleep and free- 
dom from the cough and expectoration, were, the 
doctor said, indications of a very low state of vitality 
and cannot be considered as favorable symptoms. If 
he grows stronger there will be a rise in the pulse 
and temperature, and his cough and expectoration 
will return at about 11 o’clock to-day.. Dr Boynton 
said there was a rise in the temperature, and his 
pulse reached 120; the cough returned and he ex- 
pectorated considerable quantities of purulent mat- 
ter. He also had heavy perspiration to-night. At 
about six o'clock he had a chill, lasting ten minutes, 
his pulse reaching 140; itisnow 122. The chills, he 
thought, were possibly a reflex of the president's 
low state of vitality, butin all probability they are 
the result of the suppurative process going on in 
some part of his body. 
THE ABSCESS OF THE LUNG. 

the abscess on the 
lung. Dr Boy aton said: “i what 
we call seeondary abscess; it occurs in 
the course of blood poisoning, or rather as compli- 
eations. Itis one of the most frequent complica- 
tions ef chronic pyremia. It begins as lobular con- 
gestion. Each lobule of the lung is about the size 
ofa pin’s head. A number of these become con- 
gested, and after a time suppurate and form as 
many small abscesses. By and by this congestion 
extends to the surrounding lobules, which, 
in turn, suppuyate, forming other 
abscesses, If the patient lives long enough 
minute abcesses will open into each other, forming 
pus sacks the size of a marble or hen’s egg; that por- 
tion of the lung containing the abscesses becomes 
consolidated or hepatized. A portion of the presi- 
dent's right lung, reaching upto the sixth rib, is 
now consolidated. During an interview to-night 
Dr Bliss said the ehill which oe- 
curred this evening was of about ten min- 
utes 'duration., The president suffered considerably 
from its effects; that no vomiting occurred, and that 
the patient experienced a reaction immediately af- 
terthe rigor subsided by the appearance of the 
fever. When asked the cause of the recurrence of the 
rigor, the doctor said it may be due to local causes, 
but if so they are not manifested. I think that the 
recurrence is due to the enfeebled condition of the 
patient.

THE MIDNIGHT REPORT. 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

Dr Bliss said the president was cheerful. and 
bright during the afternoon; that with the 
exception of a milk punch about twenty 
minutes previous to the chill no food had been 
given him; twoand a half ounces of defibrinated 
beef blood had been administered by enema during 
the morning, and about three ounces more would 
be administered during the night; that it was not 
probable anotherchill would occur during the night 
that the dullness of the lung had not extended; 
that the conghing had been very slight to-day, and 
was mentioned by Mrs. Garfield as having been less 
than yesterday; that no repairof the wound had 
occurred for three or four and no healthy 
granulations were visible. 

Dr Bliss said the patient's condition was about 
the same as last night. The bed-sores have not ex- 
tended, The president, he stated, takes the same 
notice of his condition as he has right along, and 
thoroughly understands it. Every possible effort 
was made to-night to prevent the chill. 
said it was reasonable to expect some disturbance 
during every twenty-four hours.

ELBERON, September 19.—This morning at&a m 
the temperature was 98.8, pulse 106 and feeble, res- 
piration 22. At8&:30am another chill came on, on 
account of which the dressing was temporarily post- 
poned. A bulletin will be issued at 12:30 p m.

9:50 a m.—The rigor of this morning lasted 
nearly twenty minutes and was quite a severe one. 
The president is reported as having slept some since 
it subsided, but is now awake. He has taken a 
small quantity of nourishment. The frequency of 
chills occasions grave anxiety, Dr. Bliss is of the 
opinion that if the rigors continue 48 hours the 
president cannot live, and it ix quite possible that 
he will be carried off in ore of the chills. 

10:10 a m—Dr Boynton says that during the prev- 
alence of the rigor the president’s pulse went up to 
143 beats and was very feeble. At this hourit had 
decreased to about 140 beats, .The president is 
extremely weak and. there is cause for great alarm.

10:40a m—Dr Agnew saystthe situation at this time is 
decidedly gloomy and couldn’t well be worse.

The patient first com- 
plained of feeling cold and was almost 
immediately attacked with paroxysms of shaking. 
During the time. the chill prevailed Dr Bliss says 
vomiting and severe retching occurred. The rigor 
was of about twenty minutes duration. After it 
passed off the patient became comparatively com- 
fortable, and partook of some nourishment, and hk 
pulse fell about three beats, to 140. While the chill 
was on the pulse was 143 and very feeble. 

PREPARATIONS FOR DEATH, 

11:25a m—The guards about the Francklyn eottage 
were ordered, in the event of the president's demise, 
to immediately extend their picket linesand no one 
will be allowed to approach near his quarters. In 
the event of the immediate danger of the president 
dying, the government will, probably, monopolize 
the only telegraph wire which runs to Elberon, and 
the press dispatches will,in that event, have to be 
sent two miles by a Courier. to the West End 
hotel, it being the nearest point where direct com- 
munication ean be obtained. This will, of course, 
necessarily cause great delay. 

THE DOCTORS DESPONDENT 

In conversation with a representative of the asso- 
ciated press, Dr Bliss briefly summed up the situa- 
tion as decidedly critical. He said there was no 
doubt that the rigors were the result of extended 
complications in the right lung, aided or caused by 
the exhausted condition of the president, which has 
been caused by blood poisoning. He further said it 
was quite possible, should the rigors continue to oe- 
eur for the next half hour, that the president would 
be carried away in one of them. 

Dr Boynton expected the patient to rally from the 
effects of this morning's rigor, but admits that there 
is cause for the gravest apprehensions. He says the 
chills may continue for some time without serious 
results, but itis not possible to make any pfedictions 
as to the course the disease will take next. It is now 
agreed by all the attending surgeons that the rigors 
are the results of lung trouble and the pywmia con- 
dition of the patient's blood, 

The following dialogue occurred between Dr 
Agnew and a reporter of the associated press at 11 
o'clock: 

‘Doctor, how is the president at this time?”’ 

‘*Matters look decidedly gloomy.’’ 

“Do you apprehend any continuation of the 
rigors ’’’ 

‘There is no law governing the matterand noth- 
ing can be said regarding the future.”’ 

“Was the rigor of this morning very severe?”’ 

“Tt was not quite so severe as the others.’’ 

“Did vomiting occur?’ 

“No, not this morning,”’ 

‘“‘T presume, doctor, that the case may be summed 
up at this hour as being decidedly alarming?’’ 

‘Yes, it looks very dark.’’ ‘ 

11:40 a m—Dr Bliss says there has been no materi- 
al change in the president's condition. There is no 
evidence of repairin the wound, and the discharge 
looks bad. 

12:30 p. m.—Secretary Hunt has just come from 
Vrancklyn cottage. He says the president is now 
sleeping quietly, and that there is no material 
change in his condition. 

A WEAKENING STATE, 

The fact that the temperature does not rise above 
the normal range indicates that the vitality of the 
patient is growing gradually less. Dr Bliss thinks it 
probable that the pulse will go dowh to about 106 
between now and evening. All the members of the 
cabinet, except Secretaries Blaine and Lincoln, are 
ndw here.” They express themselves as being ex- 
ceedingly anxious about the president's condition. 

ARTHUR AND THE CABINET. 

1 p m—It can be stated on authority of the cabi- 
net officers now here that Vice-President Arthur has 
not been sunimoned, and that no action regarding 
his coming here has been taken. He has been ad- 
vised regularly of the president’s condition from 
here as he was from Washington. Secretary Blaine 
is snid to be stillin Augusta, Me, and has been kept 
well infonned of the president's condition. Secre- 
tary Lincoln is expected to arrive to-night or to- 
morrow. Dr. Bliss has just gone to the Francklyn 
cottage to make the noon examination. The official 
bulletin is awaited with intense anxiety. 

THE NOON BULLETIN. 

12:30 p.m.—The chill from which the president 
was suffering at the time the morning bulletin was 
issued, lusted about fifteen minutes and was follow- 
ed by a febrile rise of temperature and sweating. 
He has slept much of the time, but his general con- 
dition has not materially changed since. Tempera- 
ture 98.2, pulse 104and respiration 20.

HOPE IS BURIED ONLY IN THE GRAVF. 

The Evening Post's special says: As to the presi- 
dent’s condition Dr Bliss says that it is very bad. 
He hasachanee. Hf he should die, the doctor does 
not expect that he will die within a day or two 
unless embolism should set in, and he might livea 
week. He has stilla great deal of strength. His 
Vitality and resistive power are anomous. They 
are perfectly wonderful. Dr Agnew and himself 
have both remarked this. Notwithstanding the bad 
history of this case, yet when one entered the room 
and saw the firm, reliant expression upon the 
president's face and his manner of speaking, it was 
enough, the doctor said, to take one almost off his 
feet. Dr Bliss concluded by suying: ‘‘Hope is buried 
in the grave.’’ The doctor further 
said that there no immediate emergency 
in the president's condition. He called for a hand 
glass after the morning dressing and said, ‘‘I cannot 
understand why I am so. weak when I look so 
well?” lis voice is not so hoarse as when the 
parotid gland was inflamed. There isno evidence of 
repair this morning in anyfof the wounds still he 
is quite cheerful. The left lung seems only slightly 
affected. :

THE END OF THE GREAT STRUGGLE FOR LIFE. 

ELBERON, September 19, 11 p.m.—The president 
died at 10:35 pm.

Warren 
Young, assistant to Private Secretary Brown, 
brought the news from the cottage at ten 
minutes before eleven o'clock. The first indi- 
eation that anything serious had = oe 
curred was the aypeurance of a messenger at 
the Elberton hotel, who obtained a carriage and 
drove rapidly off. Itis supposed that he has gone 
to summon the members of the cabinet, who left 
here about half-past nine to-night. Attorney-Gen- 
eral MacVeagh has notified Vice-President Arthur 
of the president's demise.

THE CABINET ON HAND. 

11:15 pm—The cabinet has just arrived and gone in 
a body to the Francklyn cottage. All are here except 
Blaine and Lincoln.

THE LAST BULLETIN, 

1:15 a m.—The following official bulletin has just 
been issued: 

ELBERON, September 19, 11:30 p m—The president 
died at 10:5 p m. After the bulletin was 
issued at 5:30 this evening the president continued 
in much the same condition as during the afternoon, 
his pulse varying from 102 to 106, with rather an 
increased force and volume. After taking rcurish- 
ment he fell into a quiet sleep about 
thirty-five minutes before his death, and 
while asleep his pulse rose to 120 and wus 
somewhat more feeble. At ten . iflutes past. ten 
o'clock he awoke complaining of severe pain qyer 
the region of the heart and almost immediately De- 
cume unconscious and ceased to breathe at 10:35.

Crowds of people had _ surround- 
ed the bulletin boards at the different news- 
paper offices in the course of the evening 
and waited patiently for any cheering news of the

THE LONG-LOST HUSBAND 


RETURNS ALIVE, AND WELL, AND 
WEALTHY, TOO. 


The Disappearance and Supposed Death of a Dissi. 
pated Groom Fifteen Years Ago, Set Right by 
His Reappearance With Cash and Char- 
acter---The Details of the Story. 
BALTIMORE, Md., September 19.—Partieulars have

Patterson’s ab- 
sence, after saying ‘‘good-by’’ to his wife, was um- 
explained until his relatives read in a newspaper 
the description of an unknown man who had been 
found in Erie, Penn. The body was subsequently 
identified bya brother of Patterson as that of the 
missing man, the letters ‘“T. P.”" in India ink on his . 
aria being to him conclusive evidence. The body’ 
was interred in the family lot in Wilmington, and 
the tomb cared for and adortied with flowers, which 
were tenderly watered by the tears of the supposed 
widow. 

The discoveries just made show that Patterson, 
after falling into disreputable habits, went to Tex- 
as, and was captured by the Indians, He subse- 
quently escaped, and made hiswayto Michigan, 
where he amassed a considerable fortune. A short. 
time ago Mrs Patterson, who still resides with her 
parents, was surprised to receive an envelope bear- 
ing the post-mark of Grand Rapids, and at once re- 
cognized the handwriting of herhusband. The dis- 
covery at first seemed like a dream; but when the 
sceal was broken, and she hurriedly glanced at the 
signature, her fond hopes werefully realized. It 
conveyed the joyful intelligence that Thomas Pat- 
terson isa prosperous merchant of a large city in 
Michigan.

THE NORTH CAROLINA RAILROAD WAR 

About eighteen months ago, the state of 
North Carolina sold to Mr. W. J. Best the 
Western North Carolina road, he agreeing to 
extend it from Asheville to Paint Rock and 
to Murphy. He was also to pay to the state,’ 
on the first of last June, a certain sum of 
money—an obligation that he could not ful- 
fill, and that he knew he could not, out of his 
own pocket, when he made it. He therefore 
sold all his rights in the North Carolina road 
to the Richmond and Danville people. They 
were able to meet his money obligations, and 
did tender all that was due. Under the con- 
tract between the state and Mr. Best, 
three commissioners were appointed to 
see that the agreement was properly carried 
out. These commissioners are Senator Z. B. 
Vanoe, Governor Jarvis and State Treasurer 
Worth. These commissioners have arbitrarily 
decided that the assignees of the Best contract 
have failed to perform their contract—that 
they have not prosecuted the work of exten- 
sion with diligence and energy—that they are 
daily discriminating in freights and charges 
against North Carolina towns; and they claim 
that in pursuance of a notice required by the 
lease contract the governor should, on the 
25th instant, take possession of the Western 
North Carolina road and proceed to perfect a 
new Organization for the control of the road. 

The Richmond and Danville people stand of 
course en their legal rights. They claim that 
they procured on July 1 an extension of 
time to November 1; and they say that if the 
governor dispossesses them by force, he can 
be impeached. They say that the questions 
involved can only be settled by the courts, to 
which they confidently appeal. If the courts 
should not sustain them, they would fall back 
on the charter that came to them with the 
purchase of the Virginia Midland, and would 
proceed to build a connecting link across North 
Carolina, The North Carolina people, not 
content with a proposed seizure by the aid of 
militia of the Western North Carolina road 
declare they will repeal the Midland charter: 
They are very mad. 

The interesting question just now is; will 
the governor of North Carolina, who is not 
now acting in conjunction with the governor 
of South Carolina, seize the Western North 
Carolina road by force? If he does, there will 
be some tall litigation; and while it is pend- 
ing and the Richmond and Danville syndicate 
is dispossessed, it is difficult to see how the

THE LEGISLATURE AND THE RAILROAD 
COMMISSION. 

Tue Constitution has defended the railroad 
commission against all influences and under 
all circumstances, and it was never so strongly 
convinced of the righteousness and the need 
of the commission as at present. It is with 
concern, therefore, that we call the attention 
of the house to a bill now before it that is 
more dangerous to the dignity and integrity 
of the commission than anything ever pro- 
posed before. 

Shortly after the cammissiion was estab- 
lished, in response to petitions from people 
living along the line of the Southwestern road, 
it established the Central and Soathwestera 
roads as one and subject to one rate. After a 
few months of trial of this rule, the Central 
proad declared that it was unjust and onerous. 
The case was fully argued before the commis- 
sion. After hearing both sides and carefully 
weighing allthe facts, the commission re- 
‘Scinded its rule and declared that the Central 
and Southwestern would be considered sepa- 
rate roads. This was done in circular No. 10, 
and as the commissioners officially said, ‘‘after 
‘“fulland careful consideration of the most 
“elaborate reports,”’ etc.

Both branches of the general assembly have set 
next Friday night as the time for final adjournment, 
and both seem to be working witha determination 
to adjourn at that time. 

There is still so much business before both 
branches that it seems doubtful, whether an end’ 
can be made by Friday night. The general opinion, 
however, of members is that though the session 
may run over to Saturday night this week will 
surely finish the long career of the present legisla- 
ture, 

The house has worked steadily all the while and 
isnow bending its energies to the task of three ses- 
sions a day, beginning at 9 o'clock, and with barely 
enough time to eat dinner and supper, runningaway 
into the hours of the night. 

The end of the session is always marked by much 

talking, because bills come up only on their final 
passage, the time when all objection or amendment 
is offered, but the bridle is closely drawn on 
loguacity in the five minutes rule, while that limit 
allows the suggestion of almost any reason against 
or in favor of the bill.

« "Three vacancies only have been created in the 
presidentical office by death since the begin- 
ning of the government, the first two by the 
natural death of the chief magistrate, the 
last by his murder at the hand of an assassin. 
Presidents William Henry Harrison, Zachary 
Taylor and Abraham Lincoln died in office, 
and were succeeded by Vice-Presiddents John 
‘Tyler, Millard Fillmore and Andrew John- 
son. All the deaths took place in this city. 
The first, that of Gen. Harrison, occurred on 
Sunday, April 4, 1841, during a session of con- 
gress, after he had been in the presidency one 
month. Immediately after the decease, Mr. 
Webster, Jr., the chief clerk of the state de- 

‘partment, accompanied by Mr. Beall, an offi- 
cer of the senate, set out for the resi- 
dence of Vice-President Tyler, at Williams- 
burg, Va., bearing the following letter: 

WASHINGTON, April 4, 1841.—To John Tyler, vice- 
president of the United States: Sir: It has become 
eur most painfulduty toinform you that William 
Henry Harrison, late president of the United States, 
Jhas departed this life. 

This distressing event took place this day at the 
president’s mansion in this city, at thirty minutes 
i ram lin the morning. 

We lose no time in dispatching the chief clerk in 
the state department, as a special messenger, to 
Dear you these melancholy tidings. 

We have the honor to be, with the highest regard, 
your obedient servants, 

DANIEL WebsTER, Secretary of State. 
THOMAS Ewtna, Secretary of the Treasury. 
JouN BELL, Seeretary of War. 

Joun J CrITTENDEN, Attorney General. 
FRANCIS GRANGER, Postmaster General. 

George E. Badger, the secretary of the 
navy, was absent at home in North Carolina. 
"There was at that time no secretary of the in- 
tenor. . 

Vice-President Tyler, in response to this 
summons, inimediately left home for this city, 
in which he arrived at 5 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of April 6, At 12 o'clock, noon, the cabi- 
net, except the secretary of the navy, called 
upon him at Brown’s hotel, where he was 
staying, to pay their official and personal re- 
aspects. Mr. Tyler did not think it necessary, 
having taking the oath of office as vice-presi- 
dent, to take an additional oath as president, 
but being advised, he did so before Judge 
4ranch. Below is a copy of the oath and 
certificate : 

I do solemnly swear that I will faithfully execute 
the office of president of the United States, and will, 
to the best of my ability, preserve, protect and de- 
fend the coustitution of the United States. 

April 6, 1841. JoHma TYLER. 

District or CotumBtiA, City and County of Wash- 
ington, ss.—I, William Cranch, chief judge of the 
circuit court of the district of Columbia, certify that 
the above named John Tyler personally appeared 
before me this day, and, although he deems himself 
-qualifiéd to perform the duties and exercise the 
te and oftice of president on the death of Wil- 

iam Henry Harrison, late president of the United 
States, without any other oath than that which he 
has taken as vice-president, yet, as doubts may 
arise, and for greater caution, took and subscribed 
the foregoing oath before me, 

April 6, 1541. W. CRANCTI. 

None of President Harrison’s cabinet re- 
mained in ‘Mftice during President Tyler's 
term. Secretary of State Webster stayed 
longest, resigning May 9, 1843. The other 
members resigned September 13, 1841. 

President Taylor died at the white house on 
"Tuesday, July 9, 1850, while congress was in 
session, one vear, four months and five days 
after his inauguration. On Wednesday, July 
10, Vice-President Fillmore sent the following 
communication, which was received by the 
secretary of the senate. 

‘To the Senate of the United States: 

In consequence of the lamented death of Zachary 
Taylor, late president of the United States, I shall 
no longer occupy the chair of the senate; and I 
have thought that a formal communication to that 
effect, through your secretary, might enable you 
the more promptly to proceed to the choice of a pre- 
siding officer. MILLARD FILLMORE, 

-. Washingten, July 10, 1850. 
Mr. Fillmore then sent to loth houses of 
<ongress the following message: 

Fellow Citizens of the Senate and Ifouse of Rep- 
resentatives: I have to perform the melanchoiy 
<duty of announcing to you that it has pleased Al- 
mighty God to remove from this life Zachary Tay- 

lor, late president of the United States. He deceas- 
ed last evening, at the hour of half-past 10 o'clock, 
in the midst of his family add surrounded by affec- 
tionate friends, c@lmly and in the full possession of 
All his facuities, Among his last words were these, 
which he uttered with emphatie distinctness: ‘I 
have always done my duty—I am ready to die—my 
only regret is for the frierds 1 leave behind me.’’ 

Having announced to you, fellow citizens, this 
most afflicting bereavement, and assuring you that 
it has penetrated no heart with deeper grief than 
mine, it remains for me tosay thatI propose this 
day, at 12 o'clock, in the hall of the house of repre- 
‘sentatives, in the presence of both houses of con- 
gress, to tuke the oath prescribed by the constitu- 

- tion, toenable me to enter on the execution of the 
office which this event has devolved upon me. 

Washington, July 10,1850, MILLARD FILLMORE. 

At 12 o'clock, noon, Mr. Fillmore, the cabi- 

net, Chief Judge Cranch, of the circuit court 
of the District of Columbia, and the senate of 
the United States, having entered the hall of 
the house of representatives, Judge Cranch 
administered the oath of office.

M. Clayton, of Delaware, secretary of state; 
William M. Meredith, of Pennsylvania, secre- 
tary of the treasury; George W. Crawford, of 
“ieorgia, secretary of war; William Ballard 
Preston, of Virginia, secretary of the navy;

- general. All these gentlemen resigned a few 

«lays after President Fillmore’s assumption of 
his office, and an entirely new cabinet was 

caf 2 by him July 20, 1850. 

*resident Lincoln was shot at Ford’s thea- 
ter, in this city, on the night of April 14,1865, 
and diePat twenty minutes past 7 o'clock on 
the next (Saturday) morning, one month and 
eleven days after the commencement of his 
_ssecond term. Immediately after his death, 
Attorney-General Speed waited upon Vice- 
President Johnson at the Kirkwood house and 
handed him the following communication, 
signed by all the members of the cabinet, ex- 
cept Secretary of State Seward, who was una- 
ble on account of his wounds and illness: 

WASHINGTON, April 15, 1865.—Sir: Abraham Lin- 
«<oln, president of the United States, was shot by an 
assassin last evening at Ford's theaterin this city, 
and died at the hour of 7:22 o'clock this morning. 
About the same time at which the president was 
shot, an_ assassin entered the sick chamber of the 
Hon W H Seward, secretary of state, and stabbed 
him in several places in the throat, neck and face, 
severely, if not mortally, wounding him. Other 
members of the secretary’s family were dangerously 
wounded by the assassin while making his escape. 
By the death of President Lincoln the office of 
president has devolved, under the constitution, 
upon you. The emergency of the government de- 
mands that you should immediately qualify, ac- 
_ mording to requirements of the constitution and 
enter 2 the duties of president of the United 
States. If you will please make known your pleas- 
ure, such arrangements as you deem proper will be 
anade. Your obedient servants,

Of the cabinet, Secretaries Seward, Mce- 
Culloch and Welles remained in office until 
the close of President Johnson’s term. Sec- 
retary Statiton resigned on May 28, 1868, after 
the failure of the impeachment proceedings 
against the president, and the others wentout 
ot office in 1865 and 1866. 

Judging from these precedents, should 
President Garfield die, the members of the 
cabinet will unite ina forma! notification of 
the fact to Vice-President Arthur, who would 
thereupon take the required oath before some 
competent magistrate and enter at once upon 
his duties. There would be no necessity for 
summoning him to Washington in advance 
of President Garfield’s death. He could 
easily be at the capital within six hours there- 
after. 

There would be no necessity for even so 
long an interregnum as occurred upon the 
death of Mr. Lincoln. In that case Vice- 
President Johnson took the presidential oath 
Within three hours afterward. Mr. Arthur 
might be sworn in with the lapse of less than 
thirty minutes, lFillmore’s inaugural was de- 
layed for one day and Tyler's for two days 
after the death of their respective predeces- 
sors. The time lost {in the first case was nec- 
essary, owing to Mr. Tyler being in Virginia, 
but Mr. Fillmore could have been sworn in an 
hour after President Tavlor’s death if it had 
been thought necessary. 

James Abram Garfield. 

His biographer tells us that James A. Gar- 
field is of New England ancestry. He is the 
ninth in direct descent from Edward Garfield, 
who emigrated from near Chester, on the bor- 
der ef Wales, in 1636, and. settled in Water- 
town, Massachusetts; and there, in the an- 
cient burial-ground of that beautiful suburb 
of Boston, tive of his ancestors now lie buried. 
They were all tillers of the soil—a sturdy, in- 
dependent, God-fearing race of men, but in 
no way distinguished for intellectual or other 
achievements. They have left scarcely any 
record of their lives except the brief histories 
that may still be deciphered on their moul- 
dering head-stones; but they have bequeathed 
to their descendants a better heritage than 


‘fame—the priceless birthright of which Cow- 


per boasted. 

The father of the dead president settled at 
an early day in Orange township, Cuyahoga 
county, in northeastern Ohio, where he erect- 
ed in the wilderness an humble cabin. In this 
humble dwelling, on the 19th of November, 
1831, was born James Abram Garfield, the 
future president of the United States, who is 
the subject of this history. 

He was the youngest of four children, one of 
whom was then a boy 6f nine years, and the 
others girls, aged respectively seven and eleven 
years. These children, with their father and 
mother, comprised the little family, and it 
was a happy household; for though poor, they 
were content, and the distance which divided 
them from the rest of the world bound them 
more closely together, like different spires in 
sheaf of wheat, with separate individualities, 
but with only one life. 

But an autumn.wind blew, and the wheat- 
sheaf was-thrown to the ground and rent 
asunder. Before’ the younger’ Garfield 
was two years old, the strong, broad- 
breasted man who bound these lives together 
was borne out of the low doorway, and laid. 
in a corner of the littie .wheatfield forever. 
Nothing now remained to bind up these 
breken lives but the weak, puny arms of the 
mother; but she threw them about the little 
household, and set her face bravely to meet 
the wintry storms that were coming; and it 
was cold, hard winter, and they were alone in 
the wilderness. 

The story of the struggling family in storms 
and hardships of frontier life ix but a variation 
of many another, but is instructive and often 
pathetic. His biographer thus gives us’ a 
glimpse of it: é' 

‘Thomas, the older boy, who now was ten, hired 
a horse, and ploughed and sowed the small plat of 
cleared land, and the muther split the rails and 
fenced in the little house-lot. The maul was so 
heavy that she could only just liftit to her shoulder, 
and with about every blow she herself came down 
to the ground; but she struggled on with the work, 
and soon the lot was fenced, and the little farm in 
tolerable order. 

‘But the corn was running low in the bin, andit 
was a long time till harvest. So the mother meas- 
ured out the corn, reckoned how much her children 
would eat, and went to bed without her supper. 
For weeks she did this. But the children were 
young and growing; their little mouths were larger 
than she had measured, and after awhile she omit- 
ted to eat her dinner also. One meala day,and she 
a weak and fragile woman! Is it to be wondered at 
that she is loved and revered by her children? 

‘But the harvest came at last and then want was 
driven away, and it never again looked in with 
gaunt jaws upon the lonely widow. Neighbors, too, 
soon gathered around the little log cottage in the 
wilderness. The nearest was amile away; in a 
new country it is not near so far as a mile in an old 
one, and they came often to visit the lonely house- 
hold. ‘lIhey had sewing to do, and the widow did 
it; ploughing to do, and Thomas did that; and after 
atime one of them hired the boy to work:on his 
farm, paying him $12 a month for fourteen hours’ 
daily labor. Thomas worked away like a man, and 
—While I do not state it as an historical fact—l 
verily believe no man ever felt himself so much of 
aman as he did when he came home and counted 
out into his mother’s lap his first fortnight’s wages 
—all in silver half dollars. 

“*Now, mother,’ he said, ‘the shoemaker can 
come and make James some shoes.’ James was our 
future president; and though the earth had made 
four revolutions since he first set foot upon it, he 
had never yet known the warm embrace of shoe 
leather. 

‘‘A school had been started in a neighboring dis- 
trict, and Thomas wanted the other children [go at- 
tend it; so he worked away with a will toearn mon- 
ey enough to keep the family through the winter. 
The shoemaker came at last and made _ the shoes, 
boarding outa part of his pay; and then Mehetabel, 
the older girl, took James upon her back and they 
all trudged off to school together—all but Thomas, 
He stayed athome to finish the barn, thresh the 
wheat, shell the corn and helphis mother force a 
scanty living forthem all from the little farm of 
thirty acres. And here my pen pauses with a half 
regret that it is not the life of this boy, Thomas, that 
Iam writing. I doubtif somuch manliness, un- 
selfishness and singlehearted devotion were ever 
shown by a lad of thirteen.”’ 

The career of the future president as a farm 
hand, a canal boatman and primitive school- 
teacher is more or less familiar to all readers. 
His sacrifice and the self-denial of his mother 
to give him an education are among the most 
admirable features of a family history which 
reflects honor alike upon parent and son. 

In 1859 he was elected to the state, senate. 
He was then regarded as the foremost orator 
of his age in his,state if not of any of the 
states. He entered the army upon the first 
call for yolunteers, and from the rank of col- 
onel, conferred upon him by the governor of 
his state, he arose to that of major-general of 
volunteers. In 1863, he was elected to con- 
gress from the old district of Joshua R. Ed- 
dings, and resigning his military rank took his 
seat in December of that year. His brilliant 
career as a member of congress is a part of 
the political history of the countty since that 
time. He filled the chair of speaker, and was 
for years regardéd as the leader of his party in 
that body. During the winter of 1880 he was 
chosen by the legislature of his state to succeed 
Senator Thurman, whose term expired on the 
4th of last March. He never took his seat in 
the senate, having been nominated by the re- 
publican national convention at Chicago for 
the presidency, and elected by the people on 
the 2d day of November, 1880.

THE PARTICULARS OF THE CAL- 
HOUN SUICIDE. 


The Reception of the News in Atlanta--The Surprise 
Caused by It---The Origin of the Trouble--How 
the Deed Was ‘Accomplished---A Visit 
to the Scene of the Suicide. 


The brief announcement of the tragicend made 
to life by Judge Thomas A Foster; of Calhoun, in 
Sunday's CONSTITUTION, created no little stirin At- 
lanta’s commercial circles, where he was well 
known, highly respected and greatly esteemed for 
his many good qualities as a gentleman, and his 
sterling worth as a business man. 

The account was brief, but this fact wasdue to an 
inability to reach our correspondent at Calhoun, 
who was absent from town when instructions for 
particulars were wired him, but yesterday one of 
the local reporters was sent to Calhoun to gather 
the particulars of the death which has cast a gloom 
not only over the county of Gordon, but over the 
entire northern portion of the state, for no man was 
more widely known in the counties adjacent to 
Gordon than Judge Foster. 

Soon after the reporter's arrival he met Mr. Har- 
lau, Judge Foster's partner. ‘‘Yes,’’ said Mr Harlan, 
after the reporter had made his mission known, 
“Judge Foster is dead; and what is worse, died by 
his own hand. Te was one of the noblest men that 
ever breathed—kind, benevolent and generous, he 
never lost an opportunity to do some one a kind act. 
Iie was a pure, noble Christian, surrounded bya 
bright, intelligent and devoted family, and why he 
should have hurled himself before the bar of 
God without one word of warning to those 
who loved and adored him is the greatest 
mystery of my life.’’ 

As is generally known, the firm of Harlan & Fos- 
ter controlled tbe leading mercantile business in 
Gordou county. "Their house was located near the 
court-house, und about fifty yards in the rear was 
Judge Foster's residence, where he had lived hap- 

ily with his wife and children for years. The store 
isa large one, with counters and shelving. on either 
sidé and a counting room in the rear. 

Since his association with Mr Harlan began Judge 
Foster had almost exclusive control over the busi- 
ness, Mr Harlan deyoting himself to his farm. 

On Saturday morning :-last Judge Foster got up 
about half-past six o’clock and went tothe store, 
where he found MrB M Harlan, a son of his part- 
ner, Who was Cclerking in the store. After passing 
the usual good morning he passed into the count- 
ing room, where he remained afew minutes and 
then coming out went to the depot where he 
gave some .orders concerning the’ shipping 
of some cotton. He then returned to the store 
and after conversing with Mr M 3S Robertson, his 
book-keeper stepped up to the desk and wrote, as it 
wus afterwards uscertained, two letters, which he 
placed in envelopes, sealed up, directed and put 
into his inside cout pocket. He then came back into 
the storeroom and asked Mr Harlan where the pistol 
was, and when told, picked it up and putting it 
into his pocket left the store by passing through 
the counting room and out the back 
door. From the store the judge went 
directly to his residence, which he entered. Soon 
after going into the house he went to the room of 
his oldestson, whois aninvalid and handing him 
his pocketbook passed on, In another part of the 
house he met his wife whom he kissed and then 
went out the back door towards the stable where he 
met his little daughter Who wus getting some corn 
fer the chickens. When-he came upto her she was 
reaching for the corn aud he said, **Wait, daughter, 
let me get the corn for you,.’”’ which he 
did, He then walked back toward the house with 
his daughter, and when about half way stopped, 
kissed herand said: ‘‘You are the smartest child 
in the world,’’ and turned towards the stable, which 
he soon entered. Thestable isonly about twenty-tive 
yards from the house, and an ordinary voice is per- 
fectly intelligible at that distance. 

After the daughter, whose name is Flora, reached 
the door she began feeding the chickens. Her moth- 
er Was standing on the porch and the two were 
engaged in pleasant and happy conversation when 
the report of a pistol was heard in the direction of 
the stable. The sound rang clear and startled the 
mother and daughter, and before they could recover 
the second report came clearer and louder. With an 
evil foreboding her heart strings almost snapped by 
the great fear that almost overpowered her, Mrs 
Foster called to her husband but received no reply. 
While the mother was calling, the daughter, moved 
by the devotion the love of her father had taught, 
was speeding towards the barn which she 
entered in a second after the second shot was fired, 
and from which she came in less time crying, 
“mamma, come here; papa is dead!" Nerved by 
the terrible news Mrs Foster was soon bending over 
the body of the husband whose last kiss was yet 
moist upon her lips, calling to him to speak, but 
her pleading was in vain, for death had airendy set 
its sgal upon the man who so ruthlessly robbed his 
home of its head. 

In aseeond almost the news had reached the 
store, and in as short a time, Mr B M 
Harlan and Dr Reeves were beside the corpse, 
around which the weeping, heart-broken family 
had gathered. 

The judge was lying flat on his back with his 
head to the south. Beside him lay a large six- 
shooter forty-two-calibre pistol, from the barrels of 
which the smoke was yet curling, and beside the 
wry was an empty laudanum vial. His eyes were 
1alf openand his mouth set firm. His left hand 
lay across his breust, while his right was 
extended toward the ugly weapon which had taken 
his life and robbed the world of a noble man. 

As soon as possible the family was removed to the 
house, and then the doctor made an examination of 
the body. Two reports had been heard, two barrels 
of the pistol were empty, and two ghastly wounds 
were found in his body, either one of which was 
sufficient, in the opinion of the physician, to have 
produced death. One ball had entered at 
the pit of the stomach, passed nearly 
through while the other passed just below the heart 
and lodged near the backbone. 

The vial found beside him was empty, anda 
further search disclosed a second vial of the same 
size, from which alike quantity of laudanum had 
been taken. Ona peg in the wall of the barn the 
dead man’s coat was found, and beside this lay a 
cigar, which he had putin his mouth when he left 
the store. In the poeket of his coat were found two 
letters, one addressed to his wife and the other 
to his partner. They were both short and proved 
to be the letters he had written that murning in the 
store. The letter to his wife read: 

CALHOUN, Ga, September 17, 1881—Dear wife: Oh, 
how bad I do feel to think of whatis before you. Il 
have made a mistake and sold too much on time. 
My lifeisinsured in Knights of Honor and Etna 
insurance company. Kiss the children for me. 
May God help you all, and I do hope He will take 
care of you, If you can, get George to take Ossee. 

Yours affectionately, T A Foster. 

The letter to his partner was also short and was as 
follows: : 

CALHOUN, Sept 17, 1881—Mr J M Harlan, Dear 
Friend: I find that | have been badly mistaken in 
our business. I think there is plenty to pay F & H’s 
debts. May God bless you and my family. Oh, my 
God, what a thought to leave you. I ‘‘no’’ you will 
be surprised but not more so than I was, for | have 
worked hard to make you money. God bless you, 
ever true friend. T A FosTer. 

This letter was written on a note-head belonging 
to the firm, and the above just filled the page. After 
signing his name, he turned and wrote along the 
margin: ‘‘Please do what you can for my poor wife, 
for she will be in an awful condition,”’ 

In a short while a jury of inquest was impanelled 
and a legal investigation begun. Mr Robertson, 
the bookkeeper, Mr Harlan, Jr, and the wife 
and daughter were the witnesses, but beyond what 
has been told heretofore in this article nothing could 
be ascertained and the following verdict was ren- 
dered: 

We, the jury chosen and sworn to hold an inquest 
upon the body of F A Foster, deceased, find upon 
examination of testimony that deceased came to his 
death from the effects of two pistol shot wounds, 
one in the stomach and one in the left breast, and 
that said wounds were inflicted by deceased’s own 
hands. J B JOHNSON, Foreman, *

stable, after telling his daughter good-bye, 
he pulled off his coat, hun it on 
the peg, laid the cigar by it, drank the 
two Vials of laudanum and then sat down and shot 
himself, but of course this is conjecture, although 
there are many indications that it is correct.

Our ed Senator is Progresaing. 

Mr BH Hill, Jr, who has been with his father, 
Senator Hill, at Jefferson medical hospital, Phila- 
delphia, returned to this city on Sunday. In re- 
sponse to inquiries made by a representative of THE 
CONSTITUTION as to the state of his father’s health, 
Mr. Hill said: 

‘‘My father recovered very rapidly from the effect 
of the last operation on his tongue. He 
was sitting up, was able to converse 
without pain or trouble and without 
the slightest loss of voice or articulation. He ate 
his first solid food since the operation the day I left 
and had improved in every respect until perfect re- 
cuperation from the effect of the operation was as- 
sured,’’ 

“What did Dr Gross say of his case?’’ 

‘He said that a perfect cure was assured for the 
present. Asto whethoror not the eure would be 
permanent he was unable tosay and no human 
power can tell. There is this much, however: Dr 
Gross said to my mother afterfthe last operation 
had been performed, that it wasas thorough and 
perfect as mortal man could makeit. Whether ornot 
it was sothorough thatthe cure it effects would be 
permanent time alone can tell. The first operation 
was not nearso thorough orsevere as the last, and 
we have great hopes for the future. My father is 
bright, cheerful and in the very flower of health. 
Of course the pos:ibilitiesthat the cure is not per- 
manent weighs upon him attimes, butheis very 
confident.”’ 

‘*There isno loss of voice, you say?’’ 

“None, whatever. He speaks distinctly, and his 
tone has all the inflectionand flexibflity that char- 
acterized it in former days. There is no sear on 
his face, although an incision was 
made just below his jaw and the 
gland taken out, from the outside. This has entirely 
healed and leaves no perceptible scar. His tongue 
has healed entirely and with great rapidity.”’ 

‘In case President Garfield dies and an imme- 
diate session of congress iscalled, would your fath- 
er be able to take his seatin the senate?” 

“Certainly, If the senate were called together to- 
morrow, he would take his seat, take part in the 
organization, and attend to whatever other business 
is required. He would not liketo sit througha 
prolonged session, he is anxious to 
go to Eureka springs to try the effect 
of the waters, and thus fortify himself against 
the possible return of his trouble. His general 
health is perfect. He is strong and able to walk, ride 
horseback, or do almost anything*of the sort, and if 
the senate were called together he would certainly 
be on hand.’’ 

“You may say in conclusion,’’ said Mr Hill, “and 
I will thank you to say, that my father is very grate- 
ful to the people of Georgia for the sympathy they 
have expressed and the interest they have shown 
in his case. He deeply touched by the 
love of his people kindly shown in 
the past few months. This has been a 
consolation and joy to him in the midst of his deep- 
est trouble, and he feels that no service, however 
faithful or devoted, could ever express to the people 
the gratitude he feels for their kindness and sympa- 
thy.”’ 

It may be said that there is more hope of Mr 
Hill’s recovery in the past few days than formerly. 
Those who kuow Dr Gross best say thatit has been 
the rule of his life never to operate for cancer where 
he dia not believe that there were fine chances of a 
permanent cure, and his double operation on Mr 
Hill, and especially the last and severest one, 
indicate thatafter a thorough diagnosis of the case 
he felt reasonably confidentthat a decisive use of 
the knife would resultin a radical and permanent 
cure,

PHILADELPHIA, September 19,—Considerable anx- 
iety was expressed in regard to the condition of 
Senator B H Hill, of Georgia, who is at present an 
inmate of Jefferson college hospital. DrS D Gross 
recently performed two operations on the senator, 
in order to remove a cancerous growth in the mouth. 
The second operation took place on the 6th instant, 
and it: was considered an entirely satisfactory one, 
notonly by Dr Gross but also by both physicians 
who assisted—Drs Pancoast and Means. Since 
that time Senator Hill has - remained 
atthe hoypital, and on Sunday last a rumor was 
current that there was a change for the worse in the 
condition of the patient, it being asserted that the 
operationsonly afforded temporary relief to the 
sufferer. Dr Means was asked whether there was any 
unfavorable change in Senator Hill's condition, 
and he appeared surprised at the question. 

“Why, he is doing capitally,’’ said the doctor. 
“He eats heartily, talks with ease, and yesterday 
took a drive out as far as George's Hill, which he 
thoroughly enjoyed. Iam perfectly satisfied with 
the result of the operation performed and do not 
doubt but thatit will afford him permanent relief. 
I see no danger of his losing the power of speech. 
He will probably leave the hospital in a few days.’’

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THE GREAT FAIR. 


A Splendid Time for Neortherners to Visit the South. 
New York Sun, 

We are glad to hear that the Atlanta exhibition, 
which is to open next month, promises to be very 
successful, he city where it is to be held is the 
most progressive in the south, the last census show- 
ing that between 1870 and 1SS0 it had made a gainin 
population which compared favorably with that of 
the most enterprising western towns. Moreover, the 
month of October is usuaily a delightful one in the 
part of Georgia in which it is situated, and the fair 
will have novel features that must prove attractive 
to strangers. 

But what makes the fair chiefly interesting and 
important, is the circumstance that for the first time 
in its history the south will have an opportunity to 
display to the world at Atlanta the peculiar advan- 
tuges it possesses in the way of soil, climate, min- 
eral riches and varied products, both natural and 
cultivated, A great stream of immigration has 
been pouring into this country during the last two 
vears, and its volume is likely to be much increased 
during the remaining years of this decade; but so 
far, a very small part of it has tended to 
the southern states. Apart from Texas, they 
have hitherto benefited little by the additions to 
our population from abroad; and even now the 
German, Irish, Scandinavian, and English immi- 
grants look forward hopefully to the west, and are 
either ignorant of the fertility of the south or are 
prejudiced against the region on account of the 
slavery which once blighted it. They donot wish 
to enter into competition with negro labor, and 
they fear the climate of the states in which it is 
commonest, 

Yet land ischeap atthe south, and nowhere in 
the union are the industry and the enterprise of the 
agriculturist better rewarded. Its railway system 
has been much improved and extended within re- 
cent years, and the facilities for transportation both 
by land and by water make ita very desirable re- 
gion for settlers. Its soil, too, isso diversified and 
its products are so numerous that there is room 
there fora new population who shall engage in 
many kinds of agriculture and in different depart- 
ments of industry. Cotton manufacture,which has 
the advantage of nearness toits raw material, has 
only lately begun to assume importance, and is 
capable of extensive nena ree 

With all this in its favor, however, there are still 
vast districts of incomparable fertility in the south 
which have never been turned by the plough, and 
many of the old plantations are now ovegrown with 
weeds, their owners not having the capital to culti- 
vate them. A greatinflux of immigration which 
shall result in the dividing up of these vast estates 
into small farms, andin the patient tilling of the 
soil not yet broken for crops, is what the region 
needs. 

It was a wise recognition of this want which stim- 
ulated the projectors of the Atlanta fair to make it 
something more than of localinterest. Unfortunate- 
ly, allthe southern states have not been quick to 
second their efforts. Many of them have remained 
inert, and have failed to appreciate the advantage 
they would gain by their calling the attention of 
capitalists at the north and immigrants from abroad 
to their many and incomparable natural resources. 
Florida, which has already benefited greatly because 
of immigration, is one of the few states which have 
understood the importance of improving the oppor- 
tunity to be afforded next menth at Atlanta. 

But enough will be shown at the fair to surprise 
those who are ignorant of the natural riches of the 
south; and if its management is as wise as its con- 
ception, we have no doubt that the exhibition will 
give a new impulse to southern prosperity. Capital 
in abundance is ready to go thither whenever it 
can be proved that enterprise will meet with 
its reward ; and immigration may be 
diverted southward by encouraging the establish- 
ment of new industries and by disubusing the for- 
eigner of the impression that labor rests under a 
ban in the south, and that the climate is unfavora- 
ble to health. Perhaps the Atlanta fair will be the 
beginning of a new era for the states which have not 
yet recovered from the curse of slavery.

THE RISING SUN. 


A SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF CHES- 
TER A. ARTHUR. 

Who Mr. Arthur is, Whence He Gprung, the Charac- 
ter of His Ancestors, His Own Advent Into 
Politics, What He Has Already Accom: 
plished, and His Probable Future. 


Gath's Sketch of President Arthur. 

The Baptist church is responsible for Ches- 
ter A. Arthur. His father was one of those 
sterling old men who have made the Baptist 
clergy missionaries and civilizers. Almost as 
early as there were Puritans in England there 
were also Baptists. After much persecution, 
the baptists obtained toleration under Wil- 
liam of Orange. In Scotland and the north 
of Ireland many of the Calvinists adopted 
the Baptist idea, and claimed that baptism 
had even a higher earthly antiquity than 
Christianity. The Baptists are in gen- 
eral Calvinistic congregationalists, with 
the great central idea of baptism as the lead- 
ing bond of faith and an_ indispensable 
rite. Like all Calvinists the Baptists were 
early advocates of colleges and of education. 
If youcan imagine a Scotch-[rish Presbyte- 
rian, with all his other qualities intensified 
by the ardor of his views on baptism, you can 
behold General Arthur’s father. He was 
born and educated about Belfast, Ireland, and 
came to Canada, and thence, seeking newer 
fieldsand larger congregations, 
American line, and while settled a few miles 
ast of St. Albans, Vermont, General Arthur 
was born in the township of Fairfield. 

Probably his father had to recross the line 
to preach, arfd even to reside, after the gen- 
eral’s birth; and this has led to some notion 
that the vice-president was born in Canada, 
an idea which I think is to be classed with that 
of Wilkes Booth being still alive and Mr, Stan- 
ton having cut his throat. 

It is not reasonable that a gentleman aware 
of his disabilities should take the oath as vice- 
president. Yet it issometimes hard for men 
of itinerant clerical parentage, born fifty years 
ago, to be thoroughly accurate about their 
birthplace. General Arthur’s father probably 
lived in twenty different towns, and preached 
in about that number of churches, after the 
son was born. The general drift of his resi- 
dence was Cown the east side of Lake Cham- 
plain to the foot of the lake, and then south- 
ern Vermont, around the field of Bennington 
and over into New York state, about in the 
quarter of the Hoosac tunnel, and so on to 
‘Troy, Albany and Schenectady. 

Tne old man was called to the city of New 
Yorka few years: before the war, and had 
quite a good church here called the Calvary 
Baptist. He was not only a minister but an 
author, something of the style of Disracli’s 
father. While Ben Disraeli, the eller, wrote 
the “Curiosities of Literature,’’ Rev. William 
Arthur wrote. the “Origin of Modern Names.” 

About 1875 the old man died, beholding his 
son collector of the port of New York and 
considerable of aman in the councils of the 
radical republican party. The benevolence, 
warmth-ot character, and love of knowledge 
in William Arthur are often talked of by 
other clergymen and by some _ politicians 
here. 

It is probable that General 
was a New England woman, 
cates it both in the prenom 
—Malvina Stone. William 
thur had a good, big yankee family, five 
daughters and two sons. The second son 
went into war, was a good officer and is now 
major and paymaster in the regular service. 
He probably owes to his brother his durable 
situation in theservice. Not much is known 
about the daughters. 

Chester A. Arthur has unquestionably been 
the center of the family for the past twenty 
years, and has given status to his father, as 
well as his father’s children. As we shall see 
further on, this son carried the Baptist preach- 
er’s stock into one of the oldest families of 
Virginia. 

Like most clergymen, William Arthur 
thought about the best he could do for his 
children was to educate them. Preachers sel- 
dom acquire money unless they marry it, and 
Chester Arthur was sent to Union college at 
Schenectady, New York. Very little is said 
about this institution, nowadays, though it 
still flourishes moderately, and has a strong 
list of alumpi. It standsin the very middle 
of Schenectady. 

Schenectady, a few miles west of Troy and 
Albany, and south of Saratoga, is one of the 
early Dutch settlements of New York, and 
after the revolution General Schuyler started 
the formation of a college there. It was 
chartered by the “Regents of the University” 
(ot whom Whitelaw Reidis now one) near 
the close of Washington's administration. It 
was a Calvinistic college, and its first two 
presidents were John Blair Smith, of Hamp- 
den-Sidney, Virginia, and Jonathan Edwards, 
son of the metaphysician, Finally that re- 
markable man, Iliphalet Nott, the son of 
poor parents in Connecticut, was called to 
Union college when he was only thirty-one 
vears old, 

Dr. Nott wasa preacher at Cherry Valley, 
New York, and in the Presbyterian —— ut 
Albany. When Alexander Hamilfon was 
killed Dr. Knott delivered a powerful eulogy 
upon him from the pulpit, and an attack on 
dueling. As soon Nott took charge of 
Union college he applied a business head to 
making itrich, and among his investments 
was the purchase of what is now a city oppo- 
site Manhattan island at Hunter's point. The 
New York Potter family, of whom Clarkson 
Potter is the most distinguished, is descended 
from Dr. Nott, and the original Potter was 
one of Nott’s professors at Union. 

Under this eccentric, yet luminous man, 
Arthur received his education and graduated 
in 1849. He immediately took-up Dr, Nott’s 
old calling, and went to teaching school in 
Vermont. With about five hundred dollars he 
started for New York City, where Erastus ID. 
Culver, a congressman who had just lost his 
seat, had a law office, and with him Arthur 
began to study law. Arthur soon concluded 
to xo west and establish himself in some satis- 
factory town, and he picked a young man 
named Gardiner to be his law partner, 

rhey looked at several towns in growing 
parts of the west, but thought their oppor- 
tunities would not be so good as if they came 
back to the city of New York. Arthur was 
good looking, and he became acquainted with 
the wiklow and daughter of Lieutenant 
Herndon, of the American navy, Virginia

: William Lewis Herndon had been drowned 
in 1897, at the age of forty-four, on the ship 
Central America, which he commanded. He 
was born in the town where General Wash- 
ington’s mother died, and in the Vicinity of 
Which Washington was raised, Bredericks- 
burg, and was the brother-in-law of Licuten- 
ant Maury, the Virginia rebel and scientific 
man, Herndoh explored the Amazon 
river, and had a high reputation, when 
_the Central America sunk coming from Ha- 
vana to New York, with 324 passengers and 
nearly one hundred suilors and $2,000,000 in 
gold treasure. Herndon was cool asa May 
morning, and when the few who survived saw 
the ship godown he was standing on the 
wheel-house, some say, with a cigar between 
his teeth, is.

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General Arthur compelled the concessions, on 
the strect railroad cars, for colored people to 
ride. 

The Fourth Avenue street railroad, New 
York, which belongs to the Harlem steam 
railroad company, undertook one day to put 
a black woman off. It was done with vio- 
lence, and she applied to Arthur, who brought 
suit and got a verdict of $500 against the com- 
pany. Themext day after this verdict an 
order was posted up inthe cars allowing col- 
ored sapale to ride. Previously, throughout 
the immense length of New York island, only 
one railroad allowed black people to be pas- 
sengers, and then only in particular cars. 

William H. Seward: in 1839, -was concerned 
in his first slave case, that which turned his 
attention to the politics of anti-slavery. A 
requisition from Virginia was made upon 
Governor Leonard in that year for three col- 
ored seamen who had concealed a slave in 
their vessel, and brought the slave to New 
York. The slave had been surrendered; the 
ignoble bloodhounds now demanded his fel- 
low-negrdes. and friends. The recorder of 
New York city would not honor the requisi- 
tion of the small Virginia Pharaoh. This chap 
then impudently called- on the governor of 
New York to override the recorder and judge 
in the law. Seward made the grand argu- 
ment that requisitions, under the American 
constitution, must be made _ for real 
crimes against civilization, not crimes made 
arbitrary by a petty portion of mankind, such 
as rescuing a brother from slavery. No Vir- 
ginian could pursue the human race after de- 
claring a portion of itin dereliction. A debt 
prisoner could not be pursued into New York 
from Pennsylvania. Why, then, should a 
slave-deliverer be pursued into’ New York 
from Virginia. All that Virginia did by pur- 
suing the case with her sprigs of lawyer poli- 
ticians was to make Seward a great personage. 
He retired awhile from office, only to be- 
come, after reappearing, a phenomenon. 

General Arthur's connection with the 
Lemmon case, in 1857, was very much like 
Seward’s position eighteen years earlier. It 
involved the right of masters to ship slaves 
from border states through the free port of 
New York. He was the associate of William 
M. Evarts, opposing Charles O’Conor for the 
slave-shipper. But I will not dwell on this 
Case. | 

Ilis semi-political connections as a lawyer 
had passed out of the public mind when Ches- 
ter A, Arthur became involved in a dispute 
with the administration of Hayes and Sher- 
man. Yet Arthur’s political record was by 
no means short or scanty. He was not ex- 
actly a founder of the republican party in 
New York, but was one of the younger men 
who assisted to form it. 

In 1854, when the Nebraska policy of 
Pierce’s administration became unpopular, 
the beaten whigs in New York state, led by 
Seward, ‘Weed and Greeley, called an anti- 
Nebraska convention at Saratoga, which ad- 
journed to Auburn, Seward’s home, where, 
after a debate, it was concluded to retain the 
whig machine, but to be ready for a new party 
movement. The consequence was the elec- 
tion of Myron H. Clark to be governor and 
Henry J. Raymond  leutenant-governor. 
Clark succeeded Horatio-Seymiour’s first term 
in 1850. 

The next year, while the whigs still strug- 
gled to keep‘their. organization, two conven- 
tions met at Syracuse, one made up of anti- 
Nebraska democrats, and presided over by 
Reuben E. Fenton, gthe other straight-out re- 
publican, led by John A. King and Edwin D. 
Morgan. It was here that Arthur took posi- 
tion under Morgan, like himself a native of 
New England. The Morgan republicans were 
beaten. Mr. King became governor, however, 
in 1857, and two years afterward Morgan was 
elected. There have since been three repub- 
lican governors in New York, Fenton, Dix 
and Cornell, and four democratic governors, 
Sevinour, Hoffman, Tilden and Robinson. 

Edwin D. Morgan, without having literary 
or speaking abilities, was a level-headed man, 
of a rather phlegmatic temperament, per- 
fectly sincere in his views against slavery and 
in favor of the union, if necessary by war. 
He was a dealer in groceries, produce, sugar, 
etc., and had made setabiensle money, but 
his most important enterprise was in consoli- 
dating the New York Central railroad, which 
gave hima bias toward Albany. When elected 
governor he called on yarious young men to 
make ready for the threatened war between 
the sections. Arthur had been in the state 
militia, an important feature of New York 
state institutions. The militia here is well 
kept up, and is under rigid state super- 
Vision. Morgan successfully made Arthur 
engineer-in-chief, inspector-general, and final- 
ly quartermaster-general. During the war 
New York raised an enormous army, such as 
would do credit to a very large nation, Arthur 
transacted the purchasing business of the state 
to an enormous amount of money without in- 
curring any scandal, and came out of the office 
not much ahead. It is said that he refused 
every present sent to him, whether of military 
clothing, saddles, horses or tritles. Yet he did 
make money at the close, when large numbers 
of war claims were put in the hands of Arthur 
& Gardiner. This firm also became celebrated 
for the speed with which it could draft and 
ut through legislative bills at Albany or 
Vashington. 

It is said that Tom Murphy, afterward col- 
lector of the port, drew Arthur into politics, 
by having the city government, in Tammany 
times, make Arthur counsel to the tax com- 
missioners. In turn Arthur assisted to make 
Murpliy a state senator. After Grant reached 
the presidency he put Murphy into the place 
of collector of the port, whereupon there was 
loud opposition, followed by Murphy's resig- 
nation, and, at Murphy’s request, Grant then 

yade Arthur collector of the port, much to 
the surprise of the people, who in general 
knew little about him, : 

forthe next ten years, however, the con- 
stant investigations of the custom house and 
the huge business it did for the country made 
Arthur a marked man. When he was removed 
by Ilayes strong petitions were prepared in 
protest. But General Merritt took the place 
and held it until the recent confirmation of 
Robertson. 


In the.mean time Arthur, who had devel- 
oped into a pretty bright politician, and had 
got complete control ofthe Conkling machine 
in New York, became the regular engineer of 
the republican campaigns. It was he who 
decided to support Cooper, democrat, for 
mayor. His office was ‘in the Fifth Avenue 
hotel, and nearly all the moneys to be spent 
for the election passed through his hands 
The merchants generally had confidence in 
him, His manner was rather fine, yet sweet. 
He was always fair to look upon, with a pair 
of rich black eyes,in which lay a refined 
smile. A healthy color wasin his cheeks, be- 
tokening good living, and he wore a pretty 
dress, Which became him. Not originally a 
man of strong powers, his graces are such that 
when he has done a thing fora certain time 
he shows skill and perfectness in it. He be- 
came a politician slowly, and seldom presum- 
ed until he knew the business, and then he 
could, be severe if necessary. He had to say 
“no” often, and cut off the head of many a 
riend. If there isanything he will be perfect 
in when he takes the presidency it will be 
making appointments and removals. 

Arthur is a republican politician in his 
views, but a democratic politician in his 
ways. He w.u'd regulate a pirty on the 
Jacksonian plan, of discipline irom the top. 
Under Morgan he saw a rich, self-seeking and 
rather timid man, who, after he had reached 
the highest position in the state, had not the 
art to maintain himself, and was easily beaten 
by Fenton for the senate. Being the benti- 
clary of Fenton's discomfiture, Arthur, of 
course, allied himself to Genera! Grant, and 
throygh Grant to Conkling. He possessesina 
high degree the receptive, docile qualities of 
character necessary to get along with Conk- 
ling. That oe and stolid conceit Gov- 
ernor Cornell possesses is foreign to Arthur’s 
nature. There is a great deal that is still boy- 
ish,generous and pretty about Arthur. He 
has been accustomed, however, to behavior 
rather than to formulating principles. He is 
an intense republican, and believes that to let 
go of the organization in the slighest respect 
is to invite disaster to the party. He thinks 
Conkling to be a man of the largest 

»wers, both of mind and will. Conkling, 

owever, did his best to keep Arthur from «c- 


ce ting the nomination for vice-presi 
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dent, 
which has turned out to be Conkiing’s only 
salvation in the time of 4 ir. General 
Arthur might, therefore, begin to consider 
himself a wiser politician than Conkling. 

Although the nomination of Arthur was 
not well received in New York, because he was 
considered to be rather a city politician thana 
statesman, yet it no doubt did strengthen the 
ticket in thisquarter. He was seen every day 
conducting the campaign in this state, and to 
some extent throughout the country, working 
methodically and with altered habits, and 
many men were induced to contribute in New 
York by the sight of this rather cheery-faced 
gentleman going to his office like anotherman 
to 2 bank, morning after morning. 

Arthur has made two mistakes since hé be- 
“ame vice-president. The first was to endeavor 
to elect Crowley senator against the governor's 
friend Platt, in which he was beaten. The 
next was the attempt to put Conkling back in 
the senate after he resigned, where he was also 
beaten. These two failures ought to have an 
instructive influence upon the vice-president. 
It is current belief that they have affected his 
confidence to the extent that he will seek out 
some Conkling, or other man of power, to ad- 
vise with if greater duties should devolve upon 
him. 

At the present time while waiting for the 
fate of Garfield, I have but little doubt but 
that the vice-president is informing himself 
on the concerns of his future office, perhaps 
reading up the story of previous vice-presi- 
dents who have succeeded to the supreme 
position. 

As Arthur is the first public man from New 
York City who has ever been president, or a 
presidential expectant, it would seem that he 
ought to strive to make his administration 
worthy of a metropolitan-minded man, The 
country parts have supplied nearly all our 
chief magistrates, the Adams family, perhaps, 
excepted. Few men have ever reached the 
presidency with such general aequaintance as 
Chester A. Arthur, and unless American 
stutesmanship has become the monopoly of a 
few persons he ought to be able to Know 
where to choose. What he does know about 
publie opinion isa conundrum, He has cer- 
tainly suffered considerably from public 
opinion, heretofore, though it remains to be 
seen whether he will take it as a teacher or as 
an intruder.

PAULDING'S TRAGEDY. 


A DAY OF BLOODY WORK NEAR 
DALLAS. 


Additional Particulars of the Difficulty, and Its At- 
‘tendant Fatal Result---The Remains of Young 
Nottingham Taken to Macon by His 
Brother for Interment---The Details. 


Judge Nottingham, of Perry, reached the city last 
night on his return from Paulding county. Judge 
Nottingham is a brother of the young man who was 
killed by Cook in Paulding county Friday, and had 
gone to Douglas county to disinter the remains of 
his brother and have them carried to Macon for per- 
manent burial. He had the body with him last 
night and left on the Central railroad train at 12 
o'clock for Macon, where the remains will be in- 
terred at 10 o'clock to-day. 

Mr Winslow, a member of the house from Hous- 
ton county, accompanied Judge Nottingham to 
Deuglas county. Last night, in conversation with 
a CONSTITUTION reporter, he said: 

“This isa sad, sadcase. Young Nottingham was 
a bright, noble fellow. He had gone up there to 
teach school, and the articles of agreement were to 
have been signed two hours after the time at which 
he was killed. I went up with Judge Nottingham, 
and at Marietta we purchased a casket. Late in the 
night we passed the house of Cook. The lights at that 
unusual hourand the flitting figures told the tale 
of what was going on there. The next house, per- 
haps a quarter of a mile away, was Mitchell's, and 
there a like picture presented itself, Further on 
and we came upon the little graveyard where the 
body of young Nottingham was buried. Three or 
four kindhearted countrymen gaye us assistance, 


and the grave was opened and the body of Notting- 
ham taken up and transferred to the casket we had 
purchased,’’ 

‘‘Are there any developmentsin the case?’’ 

“Tean't say there is any really new development. 
You have all heard wrong reports of the killing. 
On Thursday a difficulty arose over some hogs, but 
on Friday the serious trouble took place. The men 
were engaged in getting Mitchell's hogs out of 
Cook's field when a difficulty arose. Cook told his 
stepson Hathaway to knock young Mitchell down, 
or words to that effect. Not ingham interfered and 
started toward Mitchell to protecthim,. Cook there- 
upon fired a load of buckshot into Nottingham's 
breast. Nottingham turned, walked a short distance 
and fell a corpse. <A general fight followed in 
which old man Mitchell was hurt, Cook was cut 
and young Mitchellhurt. I don’t think Hathaway 
was hurt.’’ 

‘Have any steps been taken to bring the matter 
before the courts?”’ 

“We had a warrant issued to-day charging Cook 
with murder, and have retained Mr R A Massey and 
Mr Edge to assist the state in the prosecution.’’

What the City Fathers Did Last Night. 

The city council convened in regular session last 
night. There were present Mayor English, presid- 
ing; Aldermen Beermann and Lowry,and Council 
men Pinson, Barnes, Berkele, Knapp, Beatie,- 
Buchanan, Boyd, Johnson and Payne and City 


Clerk Goldsmith. 


The journal] of the last session of the council was 
read and approved as also was the journal of the 
last session of the aldermanic board. 

The - balance sheet exhibited the following 


amounts as the balances of appropriations on hand: 
Salary of officers, $7,362 57; abhie buildings and 
grounds, $1,135 25; streets and bridges, $10,788 7s; 
cemetery, $1,21655; public schools, 311,862 43; fire 
companics, $4,995; paupers and relief, $8 75; con- 
tingent, $39,368 92; gas and fixtures, $8,006 &°3; police, 
$12,414 19; water works, $887 47; total $93,042 74. 

The finance pay roll of audited accounts 
up to September 15, 188], Was public 
buildings and grounds, $6.75; streets and bridges, 
$2.101.95; cemetery, $103.50; paupers and relief, 
$50.85; contingent, $1,193.77. Total, $5,456.82. 

After the reading of the journal of the last meet- 
ing of the council, Alderman Lowry. stated that he 
was unable to move the reconsideration of the vote 
granting a retail liquor license to Nally & Muher at 
No, 12 Decatur of which he gave notice at the qast 
meeting. He said he was prevented from presenting 
the motiun to reconsider on account of a conditiona. 
promise made by him to Mr Maher. 

A petition numerously signed asking the council 
to refuse the license was read. 

Councilman Beatie argued in favor of a motion to 
reconsider, but was called to order by the mayor, 
who declared the councilman’'s remarks out of order, 
aus there was no motion to reconsider befpre the 
council, 

Councilman Knapp called the attention of the 
council to a clause in the city charter providing that 
petitions for,retail liquor license should be sigued by 
parties adjacent to the place designated in the peti- 
lion, 

Mr M E Maher, the rules having been suspended 
addressed the council in hisown behalf. He pledged 
his word to discontinue the place if it was ever de- 
clared a nuisance. 

Councilman Knapp claimed that the petition was 
not properly signed, and could not be considered by 
thecouncil: ‘The mayor sustained the point taken 
by Councilman Knapp. 

Councilman Johnson said that he had visited all 
the merchants adjacent to No 14 and that if there 
Was any serious objection it was not seriously ex- 
pressed to him. 

Councilman Beatie said that in order to finally 
dispose of the question he would move to reconsid- 
erthe vote taken at tho last ses#ion grunting the 
license. The motion prevailed and the petition 
was upon motion referred to the police committee 
with power to act. 

A petition from the corporators of the Union rail- 
road company, asking the general counctl to grant 
them the right to build at least two tracks around 
the city within the corporate limits, crossing the 
streets, etc., Was read as provided forin the charter 
recently granted by the legislature. Mr. Julius L, 
Brown, attorney for the petitioners, presented the 
petition and briefly addressed the council urging 
the granting of the same. He discussed the advan- 
tages that the building of the belt road would be to 
Atlanta, and explained the purposes of the com- 
pany. Mr. Brown stated that he expected to leave 
for New York the last of this week, and while there 
bring the enterprise prominently before capitalists 
of that city in order to secure an early building of 
the road. His remarks were listened to with inter- 
est. After Mr Brown had completed, a resolution 
granting the petition was introduced, read and 
adopted. 

A retail liquor license was granted J W_ Rollo. 
The piace designated being on Marictta street oppo- 
site Oglethorpe park. 

M Ek Maher was granted a retail liquor license, at 
No. 9 Alabama street. 

A number of minor petitions were presented, read 
and referred to proper committees. 

The different committees reported upon petitions 
which had been referred. 

The police committee submitted a favorable re- 
ortupon the petition of J W Dennis for retail liquor 
icense at Bellwood crossing. ‘The report was 

adopted. | 

The rules were suspended in order to permit Major 
Dunlap to address the body. The major’s remarks 
were altogether interregations upon the tax ques- 
tion. He was listened to with the greatest attention. 

Councilman Jehngon introduced an ordinance re- 
quiring the drivers of public hacks to keep off the 
pavements in soliciting public custom, on also to 
put lanterns on their hacks which shall be lighted 
afterdark, Passed upon motion. Counciladjourned, 

Immediately upon adjournment of the city ceun- 
cil the members were met with the sad news of the 
president's death, which though not wholly unex- 
pected shocked the most indifferent. A new session 
was suggested for the purpose of framing appropri- 
ate resolutions regarding the greatman who has 
passed away, but owing tothe fact that the majority 
of the members having quickly sought their homes 
a — could not be had and a meeting has been 
called for noon to-day as will be seen by the follow-
